THE FLORIDA MOSQUITO. 


From Forest and Stream. 


The mosquitoes are BO bad in Florida 


that even the stoical Indian cannot stand 
them. 
Civilization interposes a mos- 


quito or muslin sand-fly bar to stay 
their attacks, but then untutored In- 
dians have not readied such heights of 
material progress as to be provided with 
such appliances. Their resort is smoke 
from smouldering wood, which is called 
a "smudge." 
Sitting 
around 
this 


"smudgo" in the daytime they manage 
to keep away the pest, almost as- 
phyxiated at the same time themselves. 
For the night they erect a scaffold sup- 
ported on four posts a few feet from 
the ground. 
On this they spread their 


blankets andbuildan immense "smudge" 
beneath. The black volumes of smoke 
roll up and envelop them in plutonic 
shades in which no mosquito can live. 
Outside of the smoke the hum of the 
innumerable millions sounds like a 
mighty wind sweeping through a field 
of tall wheat or rye. The poor dogs 
run howling about and rush at last to 
the water and lie down up to their no- 
ses. 
Oftentimes the mosquitos fall 


into the fire in such numbers as to ex- 
tinguish it. I have seen the so-called 
blind mosquitos washed up on the shore 
in layers four inches deep. They rise 
up before you like a wall, in the marsh- 
es. Let a hunter be but lost or disa- 
bled without a mosquito bar and no 
way of making a fire in the marshes or 
the woods during a night and his fate 
would be sealed. 
If not dead he would 


be a raving maniac by morning. 
They 


are worst during the full of the moon 
and during rainy weather. There are 
half a dozen kinds of the insect in 
Florida; one variety that I have seen, 
the "gallinipper," measures three-fourths 
of an inch. On my expeditions when 
locating railroad lines, upon moving our 
camp to a new location, we always burn 
over all the surrounding country for 
several miles. In this way we manage 
to destroy most of them, and new- 
comers find no congenial cdver.

The settlers sit at table 


ith a brazier of smoking brands at 
ither end and one under the table, and 
lus partake of their meals. Old rags 
r leather is substituted for wood while

owl arc stamping all night in the vain 
ndcavor to keep the mosquitoi from 
deir legs and feet.

Litta at Peoria.

dition of the same song. 


The Peoria Journal speaks of the au- 


dience as "large, considering the admis- 
sion was a dollar a ticket." The Journal 
critic says of Litta: "It was evident to 
all her hearers that here was a songstress 
of whom America may well be proud. 
Most singers have four or five notes that 
they love to dwell upon, and they are 
more skillful in the trick of hurrying over 
the rest of the scale to practice vocal 
gymnastics on those parts in which they 
are at home. Not so with Litta. Her 
magnificent voice is at homo everywhere, 
and every note is Riven -with ft richness 
and fullness that gives the listener that 
satisfactory feeling that wonderful as the 
execution is, there is a wealth behind it 
inexhaustible and untouched. There is 
no straining, no screeching, no painful 
effort. The volume of melody rolls out 
not like a rippling brook, but like the full
